Beware of Mosquitoes 
While Camping Out in 
The Open ..--

ALARIA. ague. chills and 

fever. “Shakes.” swamp 
fever. all the same thing, are 
ai from ihe same source and 
sl make the patient miserable. 
At present 
hundreds of 
camps are be- 
ing made on 
lake shores 
and river 
banks where 
mosquitoes 
abound. We 
cannot have 
malaria 
without the 
mosquito 
bite. Practic- 
ally with the 
bite of only 
one kind of 
mosquito, 
(Anopheles 
Quadrimaculatus). No wonder 
such a name makes us shake 
and shiver and ache and hurt 
and have fever and sweats. But, 
when in the dark, we hear a 
mosquito coming toward us call- 
ing us “Cousin, cousin, cousin,” 
no one cares whether it is one 
with a long name or only a 
long bill. So we slap and 
scratch and twist and wonder 
why we must be pestered.

DR. CHRISMAN 


OR myself any mosquito bite 
is poison and if only one 1S 
in the neighborhood he finds me 
and enjoys himself. We cannot 
have mosquitoes without stag- 
nant water in ponds, open cis- 
terns, cesspools, clogged water 
spouting, old tin cans with some 
water in them, and dense wet 
vegetation. It takes three days 
for the mosquito eggs to hatch 
and come to the surface of the 
water. If we cover the water 
with oil, common coal oil, the 
mosquito cannot get to the sur- 
face and dies from lack of air. 
Draining swamps and doing 
away with stagnant water is the 
prevention of mosquitoes and 
malaria. If the mosquito sur- 
vives the larva stage and devel- 
ops it must first bite some one 
who has or has had malaria be- 
fore it it able (in a matter of 
eight or ten days) to infect the 
blood of someone else. 
E HAVE several varieties of 
malaria, but with the com- 
snmon or gerden variety we feel 
‘well, then feel tired and lan- 
guid. Suddenly we have a chill 
and shake, develop a headache, 
zick stomach, backaci'e, and ev- 
ery other kind of ache. About 
the time we decide we will 
freeze, we stop chilling and go 
to burning, and the fever gets 
higher and higher. There we 
commence to sweat, abd after 
several hours of that we gct bet- 
ter and only feel miserable. The 
next aay we feel. good and are 
well, but the next day at about 
the same hour, it all starts over 
again, and we have the same 
thing only worse. Then a good 
day, and repeat. There will be 
more about this tomorrow. 


QUESTION: What is the vse: 
way to get rid of the itchy 
growth between the toes whtrn 
is pow called ‘athiete’s foot’? 
How long should it take’ Can 1 
be spread to other varts of the 
body?—R. M. and iL. S.” 

ANSWER: Athlete’s ivcot is a 
very persistent irouble, partic- 
ularly if it has existed for some 
time or has become infecte‘l 
and has some pus germs in it. 
Paint with tincture o: iodine 
and then cleanse iodine off witt 
alcohol. Soak entire ioot lu'a 
half-hour in « one tov tro thea- 
sand solution oi Li-chioridy of 
mercury (this is a vioicnt patsoy 
if taken internally). This wil 
give a gouod start, then sppiy 
eech day an ointment of 2 parts 
salicylic acid, 4 parts }enzoic 
acid to 20 paris of omtment 
base, and persist jn the treat- 
ment. This eruption can be car- 
ried by your hands or clothing 
to other parts of body, partic- 
vlerly those parts that are warm 
and moist. 


Did You Know? 


Diluted cold tea is a splendid 
cleaner of varnished woodwork. 


A little turpentine on a soft 
cloth will make the bathroom 
fixtures look like new. Wipe off 
afterward with a dry cloth. 


A mixture of one part vinegar 
and two parts lindseed oil, ap- 
plied with a soft cloth to suit 
cases and bags will clean and 
polish them, 


A large piece of blotting paper 
placed on the closet floor will 
absorb moisture from wet rub- 
bers that may be placed in the 
closet. 


Prevent colds by building up a 
resistance against them by eat- 
ing foods rich in vitamin-A such 
as milk, cream, butter, cheese, 
leafy vegetables, eggs and cod 
liver oil. 


Scorch on cotton or linen may 
be removed with soap and wa- 
ter. Wet the spot with water 
and expose to the sun for a day 
or longer if necessary. The 
scorch disappears more rapidly 
if the materia] is moistened first.

eppropriate garnishes. While 
such desserts are really lovely 
and pleasing o.. summer menus, 
you mustn't forget that gelatine 
will help you make unusual 
aishes for every course—cool, 
colorful dishes that will be wel- 
comhed eagerly these hot days. 
The recipes for most of these 
dishes are quick and easy to 
prepare. so you keep them in 
mind—especially for occasions 
when-you wish to prepare, the 
meal ahead of time. 

There are both flavored and 
ubflavored varieties of getatin, 
and there is a new improved va- 
1iety that can be dissolved in a 
minute in lukewarm water—but 
whichever kind you lke to use, 
you will have the best results if 
you follow the directions that 
come with the package. 

Possible first courses making 
use of gelatin incluce small. icy 
servings of seafood in aspic on 
crisp Jettuce hearts or on water- 
cress, attractive cups of sherbet 
glasses filled with jellied and 
trozen fruits, jellied soups or to- 
mato juice cocktail. 

Melded Foods 

Molded meat, salmon and 
chicken loafs are probably the 
most popular main course jellied 
combinations for the year round. 
but there are other good ideas 
too. For instance, you begin with 
an unsweetened lemon gelatin 
base and season weli with salt, 
pepper and a dash of Worcester- 
shire sauce. Add small pieces of 
veal, ham, beef or chicken mixed 
with chopped celery, pimento, 
parsley and a few chopped chives 
or olives. Let set in an attrac- 
tive ring mold,-turn out and 
garnish celery hearts, radish 
reses and scalloped cucumbers— 
or fill the center with a salad of 
cooked, well-chilled vegetables. 

Here are other ideas for main 
courses. Make a lemon gelatin 
base and add alternate layers of 
Sliced hard cocked eggs, toma- 
tees and asparsgus tips; make a 
gelatine base and season with 
mustard and Worcestershire 
and add chopped, cooked corned 
beef and pour into a loaf mold. 
or line individual molds with 
cold, cooked rice and fill the 
center with gelatin to which you 
have added flaked salmon or 
chicken meat mixed with sliced 
stuffed olivés. ; 

‘Vegetable and Fruit Molds 

Individual molds of fruit or 
vegetable salad should accom- 
pany the cold meat platter often 
in place of the usual potato sal- 
ad. Make a lemon gelatin base 
for a vegetable salad and add 
fiuely chopped cabbage and half 
as much India relish, or -add 
finely chopped cabbage and halt 
scallions and cucumber, mold 
and serve with a garnish of 
mayonnaise. For a fruit salad, 
orange, raspberry or cherry gela- 
tin are favorites. Lime is also 
gaining in popularity. Serve 
these little salads on crisp let- 
tuce leaves, on individual lunch- 
eon plates, and pass the cold 
meat with hot or cold potato 
chips and tiny whole pickled 
beets.

A New British Minister 
To Italy ... The Fighting 
Director of Forest Army 


—IR ERIC DRUMMOND, first 
secretary-general to the 
League of Nations, has been 
named as the new British Min- 
ister to Italy. Great Britain 
could not have chosen another 
man better fitted for the post. 

Sir Eric is typical of British 
diplomacy. He is suave, tactful, 
sclif-effacing and can keep his 
mouth shut. He can, however, 
rule with an iron hand, as more 
than one fractious member of 
the League to whom he has 
pointed out the error of its ways, 
has found. 

It was fir Eric’s ability to lie 
Jow and say nothing, like Br’er 
Rabbit, that earned him the 
League secretariat job, one of 
the most lucrative secretarial 
positions in the world. The story 
is told that in 1919. Lord Balfour 
and Clemenceau were tryin™ to 
fit together the parts of Picsi- 
deni Wilson’: machinery — the 
Leazue. Vhere was some disa- 
greement over the position of 
secretary-ceneral. 

Finally. Ciorsenceau. impa- 
tiently glancing ever his shoul- 
der, caught sight of Drummond, 
Standing silent and attentive be- 
hind Lord Balfour, to whom he 
was then private secretary. 
“Who's that voung man you 
have with you, Balfour?” gruffly 
asked Clemenceau. “He knows 
how to keep silent. I think I 
ought to appoint him first secre- 
tary of the League of Nations.” 

To this young-looking man, 
with his uvright figure and dark- 
clipped mustache, is credited 
much of the organization of the 
League of Nations, especially the 
formation of its many commit- 
tecs. AS secretary-general, his 
position was characterized as 
that of lawyer to the minor 
members of the League. “He 
could not help them much,” it 
was sald, “but he had a facully 
for explaining how wicked they 
had been.” He is the only man 
who 1s mentioned in the Treaty 
of Versailles by name. 

Sir Eric was born in 1876. He 
comes of an uncient Scottish 
family He inarried a sister of 
the Duchess of Norfolk, becem- 
ing a Catholic to marry her. He 
entered the Foreign Office in 
1900 and there gained a knowl- 
edge of civic service organiza- 
tion which stood him in such 
good stead in Geneva. For seven 
years from 1910, Sir Eric was 
private political secretary to the 
leading statesmen of Great Bri- 
tain. 

At Geneva some calied him 
tyrannical, but lixe most Scotch- 
men, he could unbend to 2 pame 
of golf. His frequent partner at 
this game was Arthur Sweetser, 
American member of the Infor- 
mation Section.

RRORErT rECHNER, director

His 
grandfather was killed in the 
Mexican War, his father lost a 
leg in the Civil War fighting in 
the Confederate Army, and he 
served in the Spanish-American 
War. 

Wiry, vigorous and intense, 
Mr. Fechner has spent most of 
his years as a labor orgaiizer 
and business agent in and 
around Boston. He is now vitce- 
president of the Internati-7 at 
Association of Macninists. ‘ 

Boston Knows him as a hard- 
hitting battler in labor contre- 
versies. As to the purchass of 
those toilet kits, to date the p.a~- 
liminaries of the Senate Inquiry 
have left wide uncertainties ase 
to just who actually ordered 
their purchase. If this question 
should become a _ controversial 
one, you may rest assured Fight- 
ing Bob Fechner, of a fighting 
family, will fight his way clear.
